Perhaps we are overgiven to quot¬ 
ing Agnes McPhail, but at any rate 
she can be depended upon to present 
an interesting picture which is more 
than can be said of some of our Kbay- 
ier delegations to foreign points. 
are pickings from some of the travel 
’talks she has given in the east. 

Today Russians have money. Wag¬ 
es run from $60 a month to $250, with 
an average of $100; they have built 
great factories and power dams, de¬ 
veloped mines and forests, and the 
people have money for travel. They 
are not allowed to go outside the coun¬ 
try, but they travel through Russia. 
Trains are few and far between, and 
people wait as long as two days for a 
train. 

’ There are no well-dressed people in 
Russia, except the tourists. There is 
no unemployment. Retiring allowances 
are provided for women at 50 and men 
at 55, but few retire because there is 
plenty of work at good wages. 

Every health facility was available 
to Russians free of any cost. People gq 
to sanitaria for years but tneir wages 
go on just the same. Students are paid 
while attending school if they are 
good students; clinics are common and 
free; mothers are allowed fou'r months 
with pay during childbirth. 

Russians are today‘allowed to go to 
church, but they must support the 
churches themselves, instead of the 
State doing so. The coat of living is 
high; rent is paid accbrding to wages, 
hut dear apartments are not much 
better than cheap ones. They have no 
bedroom* as we knpw them, and most

We have more than that number of 
governments in some fields. There are 
about 27,000 public spending and tax¬ 
ing bodies in Canada. In the unem¬ 
ployment relief, for example, we see 
hundreds of* individual governments 
seeking to have as large as possible a 
control over the expenditure of the 
money and. as little as possible respon¬ 
sibility for raising the money. 

Things have come to something of a 
crisis. The crisis is revealed on every 
hand. It is revealed in the guarantees 
and loans of over $140 millions that 
have to be- made by the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment to the western provinces to 
enable them to finance themselves 
through the depression. 

From one-quarter to one-third muni¬ 
cipal taxes go to finance social relief 
measures and additional educational 
facilities which were not known a gen¬ 
eration ago. 

One responsibility of the soon-tctbe- 
appointed Royal Commission- on Pub¬ 
lic- Finance will be to investigate all 
these financial problems and draw up 
a new pattern for the financial basis 
of Confederation. It must survey the 
field and see what sources of revenue 
there are, where the most feathers 
can be plucked with the least squawk¬ 
ing. It must survey the responsibili¬ 
ties of governments and see which 
class of government can most efficient¬ 
ly function in any particular sphere. 

Having done that job, its duty will 
be to advise as to a new deal all 
around. It must tell us how best we can 
allocate the different jobs to be done. 
It must then tell us how best we can 
give to each government the revenue 
sources, particularly in the field of 
taxation, that will enable those jobs to 
be done. 

If the Commission serves us well, 
we may progress a long way toward 
creating in this country the unified 
nation that our forefathers dreamed 
of. We may achieve the ideal, spoken 
of by Mr. Dunning in his budget speech

emissaries are now operating in Can¬ 
ada, and our provincial governments 
will have to take a (infinite stand 
against the illegal methods which Sec¬ 
retary Perkins has stated have not yet 
been determined as illegal in the 
States. The government of Ontario 
has already announced it will place ev¬ 
ery means at its disposal against sit- 
down strikes. Every other govern¬ 
ment should do the same at once. Can¬ 
ada cannot afford to come under the 
dominance of unions that resort to 
such methods and that have grown 
strong enough in the States that they 
bid fair to dominate the government, 
if indeed they have not already done 
so. They are solidly behind the Presi¬ 
dent in his recasting of the Supreme 
Court and their reasons for it may well 
be suspected. 

t—t—t 

All this trouble arose simply because 
Governor Murphy feared to enforce a 
court’s ruling in the General Motors’ 
strike, lest bloodshed should follow, 
and the President showed similar re : 
luctance. At this writing there is an 
order by the .court against sit-downs 
in Chrysler^. Lewis picketed the coiTPt 
while it was in session, with strikers, 
some of whom afto jammed the court 
corridors with the idea that they would 
intimidate the Judge. Strikes are tak¬ 
ing place in hotels in Detroit and hos¬ 
pital workers went on' a sitting strike 
in a Jewish hospital in‘ Brooklyn. - A 
little firmness at the start would have 
prevented many of these disturbdnces, 
but Mrs. Perkins could not be expected 
to use the iron hand, and the President 
was under obligation to the labor un¬ 
ions.

It is not likely that we shall ever 
achieve a permanent and rigid distri¬ 
bution of powers between the Domin¬ 
ion and the provinces. There will al¬ 
ways continue to be anomalies. 

The province marries you but the 


ed to do, the younger ones will agree 
as they are expected to do. Whpn 
Judges know when they are appointed 
what they are expected to do, agree¬ 
ment is assured, unless some of them 
become ingiate and exercise their own 
judgment. 


Dominion divorces you. 


The province can take away your 
capital, but it cannot cut your interest. 

The Dominion can tell you what 
wages you must pay if you make goods 
outside of Canada and want to seel 
them here, but it cannot tell you what 
wages you must pay if you make them 
in Canada. 

The Dominion defines what makes 
you a murderer, but the province has' 
to find you guilty and then turn you 
over to the Dominion to hang you. 

But while we cannot achieve a per¬ 
manent and clear-cut distribution of 
powers we can at least try to arrive 
at a workable and well understood set 
of principles and also set up a system 
of revising them when necessary. One 
reason we want to do that is to get 
away from endless appeals to the 
Privy Council. There have been at 
least 126 major litigations in connec¬ 
tion with the British North America 
Act, and we still do not know where 
we stand. 

In the main, every type of govern¬ 
ment in Canada has been not only 
jealous of its existing prerogatives, 
but ambitious to assume new ones. To¬ 
day we have ten governments in the 
field of agriculture. We have ten 
government in the field of health. We 
have ten governments incorporating 
companies; we have ten governments 
attempting to police the activities of 
business and ten governments having 
to do with water powers and old age 


In his fire-side chat with the elect¬ 
ors, the President likened the govern¬ 
ment to a three-horse team in which 
one is not carrying its weight. The 
three horses are the Executive, Con¬ 
gress and the Supreme Court. It is ra¬ 
ther difficult, of course, for two horses 
to be going one way when the third 
horse is unwilling or wants to go in 
the opposite direction, but it is just 
possible that the third horse may be 
right. In this particular case, the 
third horse is not interested in hay and 
oats. He has them provided for him 
where he is, and therefore is independ¬ 
ent of the things that influence the 
other two.

Pioneer Reeident of South Passes 
Away Suddenly at Vulcan 

W. T. Hobart, pioneer farmer of 
Nanton, died suddenly in Vulcan, Sun¬ 
day from a heart attack. He had mo¬ 
tored to Vulcan to visit a friend in the 
hospital, and his car had become stall¬ 
ed in the snow. Efforts to move it fail¬ 
ed, and he had started for assistance 
and walked about a block and a half 
when he collapsed. Dr. Carson wa* 
called, but death had already taken 
place. 

Walter Thomas Hobart was bom at 
Marseilles, Ill., 64 years ago. He was 
married to Mary Tillitson Annin of 
Marseilles, in 1898. They came to 
Nanton in 1904, and took up land three 
miles northeast of town. Mrs. Hobart 
predeceased him in October of last 
year. He is survived by one brother, 
Frank, of Marseilles, Ill. 

Funeral services were held on Tues¬ 
day at 2.30 from Nanton United 
Church, the Snodgrass Funeral Home 
in charge of arrangements. 

Is War Instinctive 
Or Forced Growth 

(From Christian Science Monitor) 

Men make war, it, is said, because 
the fighting instinct is ineradicable— 
as if some ghost of caveman days went 
stalking through the dark cbrridors of 
every human heart, ready to come out 
swinging his club the moment the bars 
were let down. Because of this, we arc 
told, we can never have permanent 
peace. 

It may be so. But if it is, why do 
the ordinary soldiers of the world take 
advantage of every chance to frater¬ 
nize with their enemies, and substitute 
comradeship for killing whenever their 
officers aren’t looking? 

Perhaps you read a recent news dis¬ 
patch from Cincinnati in which Lothar 
Schurgast—now an American citizen, 
but during the war a soldier in the 
berm an army—told how he won the 
iron cross for valor. 

Schurgast took a German squad by 
night to a ruined village between the 
lines to establish an advanced observa¬ 
tion post. In the ruined village he and 
his men bumped into a British squad 
bound on a similar mission. The rival 
squads decided not to shoot; instead, 
they brought out some playing cards 
and had a game; 

They did this every night for eight 
nights. The German papers were full 
of stories about the bravery of this 
sqdttd, which held the most danger¬ 
ous post on the front. Schurgast got 
the iron cross; the leader of the Tom¬ 
mies doubtless was similarly decorat¬ 
ed. 

The spirit of that incident could be 
duplicated a thousand times, in the 
unwritten annals of the world’s ar¬ 
mies. Our own Civil War was full of 
such occurrences. There was the fam¬ 
ous winter of 1863, for instance, when 
the northern and southern armies lay 
facing each other along opposite banks 
of the Rappahannock. 

Rival pickets made little wooden 
boats and sailed them across the river. 
They exchanged notes and shouted 
greetings; and one winter evening a 
federal army band came down to the 
river bank and gave a concert, while 
both armies listened. 

This ingrained savagery of ours^- 
where is it, anyway? Isn’t it just a 
myth, after all ? Men would be friends 
—they would like one another, anti 
play games and sing songs, instead of 
killing 1 —if only they were allowed to. 

Wherever this lust for war comes 
from it does not come from the ordin¬ 
ary human heart. — Port Ang)es 
(Wash.) Evening News.
